GOP Names 7 Negroes To High U.S. Posts 

Appointment of seven additional Negroes to top- 
ranking government posts was announced by the 
Eisenhower administration in Washington. The list 
of new appointees includes the State Department’s 
first Negro advisor on scholarships, the first Negro 
business advisors to government agencies and a U. S. 
representative on the United Nations’ Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization. 

Of top importance was the appointment of 60- | 
year-old Dr. Sherman Dana Scruggs, president of — 
Lincoln (Mo.) University for 16 years, to the State | 
Department’s board of foreign scholarships. Dr. i 
Scruggs is the first Negro named to the board, which | 
approves funds for scholarships for foreign and U.S. | 
students. The board members, all prominent educa- | 
tors, serve on a $50-per-day basis. : 

Named the first Negro field advisors to the re- 
cently-created Small Business Administration were | 
Horace Sudduth of Cincinnati, Ohio, president of the 
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Rogers Kuykendall Scruggs Sudduth 


National Negro Business League and owner of the Manse 
Hotel, and E. D. Morison Jr., a prominent Detroit real 
estate operator. The men, both 66, will advise on minority 
financial matters, serve on a per-diem basis. 

Rufus Kuykendall, 5l-year-old Indianapolis, Ind., 
lawyer and first Negro assistant city attorney, was named 
a consultant to UNESCO body. The FBI reportedly has 
cleared Atty. Jewell Stratford Rogers for appointment as 
U. S. assistant district attorney in Chicago. She will 
be the first Negro woman to hold such a post in the city. 

Others named to Federal posts were John Nelson, 34- 
year-old cost accountant, who was named the GOP’s first 
Negro U.S. marshal in Washington, D. C., and Mrs. Evelyn 
S. Baker, of New York City, who was named as a $7,200-a- 
year rehabilitation specialist with the Foreign Operations 
Administration in Saigon, Indo-China. 


U. S. Orders Plants To Post Anti-Bias Order 

The President’s “Little FEPC” in Washington ordered 
officials of firms holding government contracts to post a 
newly-revised non-discrimination order in all plants. The 
President’s committee said the revised order is designed 
to “clarify” the old one.

Mayor C. D. Baker of Las Vegas, Nev., refused to press 
for passage of a city ordinance to outiaw hotel and 
restaurant discrimination on the grounds that “social 
equality cannot be legislated and the right to refuse 
service is an inherent legal right.” NAACP leaders, who 
described Nevada as the “Mississippi of the West,” asked 
Mayor Baker to urge passage of a NAACP-sponsored civil 
rights ordinance pending before the city council.

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Bomb Chicago Building Sold To Negroes 

A bomb explosion at a Chicago building recently sold to 
Negroes injured two white tenants and caused $5,000 dam- 
age. Police said the South Side building was damaged in 
the vestibule and 15 windows were broken by the blast. 
Meanwhile, two Negro women residents of Chicago’s riot- 
torn Trumbull Park housing project were stoned by white 
teen-age gangs who tossed bricks and rocks at them as 
police watched but refused to intervene. The victims were 
Mrs. Jennie Sneed, and Mrs. Barbara Johnson. 


Negro Legislator Resigns From Missouri House 

Walter Victor Lay, 30, one of four Negro members of 
the Missouri house of representatives, resigned the $125-a- 
month post in order to qualify for appointment to a city 
or state civil service post. A three-term veteran of the 
legislature, Lay, a native of St. Louis, said he could not be 
appointed to a civil service post as long as he was a mem- 
ber of the legislature. 


GI Surrenders After 3 Years In Red Germany 

A 33-year-old sergeant, who deserted his Army post in 
Munich, Germany, and spent three years behind the Iron 
Curtain in the German Soviet zone, turned himself in to 
U.S. military police in West Berlin. American authorities 
said Sgt. Eddie J. Brown of Cleveland, Ohio, and Birming- 
ham, Ala., told a “disconnected” story about his experi- 
ences and they could not pin him down. 











Ala. Negroes Get More Pay But No Better Jobs 

Increase in wage rates was the chief gain of Birming- 
ham’s Negro workers over the past 15 years, according to 
a survey of 43 companies employing 37,359 whites and 
21,941 Negroes. The National Planning Association, which 
conducted the survey, reported that wage differentials 
based solely on color have been improved but Negroes are 
still largely confined to traditional “Negro jobs”—unskilled 
and semi-skilled classifications which require less educa- 
tion. 


Talmadge Urges White Voters To Keep Jim Crow 
Gov. Herman Talmadge called for a ballot box fight by 
the “white voters of Georgia” to elect a new governor 
who would maintain Jim Crow schools and the county 
unit system. Addressing the Georgia Association of 
County Commissioners in Savannah, Talmadge urged the 
officials to defeat “a school of thought which seeks by 
night to overturn segregation and all we hold dear in the 
South.” The white supremacy advocate is barred by 
Georgia law from serving a consecutive term as governor. 





Champ Ticket Getter Back In Court For Speeding 

Jerry Leverson, 27, who last Sep- 
tember was fined $5,349 for ignor- 
ing 71 traffic tickets and had his 
driver’s license revoked for life by 
a Chicago court, was arrested again 
for speeding and showed officers a 
new driver’s license. Labeled “the 
world’s champion ticket getter,” 
Leverson got a new license in Feb- 
ruary by denying he ever had one, Leverson 
changing his address and birth date. He was re- 
leased from jail in January after serving out part 
of the record fine. License bureau head William 
Colvin said he would seek a perjury charge against 
Leverson. 
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%) Recover Stolen $5,000 Radium Cache: A cylinder con- 
taining a vial of radium valued at $5,000, found by Law- 
rence Jenkins (1.) in the hallway of an abandoned Chi- 
cago building, is viewed by Irving Mansfield, head of a 
messenger service firm from which the radium was stolen 
five days previously. Later, Jenkins was suspected in the 
theft when it was learned he is a narcotic addict. 


‘Intimidated’ Ky. Negro Asks Bias Suit Be Dropped 

A Louisville, Ky., Negro cab company owner, in whose 
name a suit was filed to end race discrimination at mu- 
nicipal swimming pools, asked that the court action be 
dropped because he did not authorize the use of his name. 
John Bryant, co-owner of the Kentucky Cab Co., charged 
that he did not consent to be a plaintiff in the suit against 
the city to prevent maintenance of pools where Negroes 
are barred. One of the three lawyers who filed the suit, 
C. Ewbank Tucker, said Bryant was “intimidated” by 
telephone callers. Tucker sought court permission to 
name a new plaintiff in the suit. 














Tex. Whites Harass Negroes In Mixed Section 

A group of angry Fort Worth, Tex., whites heckled 
Negro T. C. Thompson, 38, as he moved into his newly- 
purchased home in a previously all-white neighborhood. 
The whites also fired a shot at his Negro next-door neigh- 
bor. Thompson’s neighbor, Mrs. Ruth Love, told police a 
woman fired at her with “the bullet kicking up dust about 
a foot away.” 


Find Record Of First Negro Voter In U.S. 

A former Civil War Union Army cook is believed to be 
the first Negro ever to cast a vote in a U. S. election, ac- 
cording to records recently dug up in Illinois. The cook 
was David Strother, who voted on April 4, 1870, in El Paso 
City, Ill. He was refused a ballot earlier in the day but 
was allowed to vote after polling officials learned of a 
five-day-old state law which permitted Negroes to vote. 


Negro Minister Runs For Reidsville, N.C., Council 

Rev. A. D. Owens filed as a candidate for the Reidsville 
(N. C.) City Council in his second try in two years for the 
post. A Paptist pastor, Rev. Owens became the first Negro 
to seek the post since Reconstruction when he qualified 
in 1952, but was defeated in the election.

Africans Plan Buying Boycott Against British 

A three-month buying boycott of everything but the 
“pare necessities” was called for by the Uganda National 
Congress in protest to stern British deportation regula- 
tions. The congress, meeting in Kampala, planned the 
mass demonstration as a protest against a British ordi- 
nance under which any citizen considered dangerous to 
the government can be exiled. Enforcing the act, the 
British last year exiled one of the country’s powerful 
tribal chiefs, King Mutesa II of Buganda. 


Alexander Fires White Virgin Isles Finance Chief 

Virgin Islands Gov. Archie Alexander fired the island’s 
white commissioner of finance, Louis Shulterbrandt, who 
had held the post for nine years. Appointed to serve tem- 
porarily in the post was Charles Winters, Alexander’s spe- 
cial assistant. Observers said the firing was Alexander’s 
first move to replace top white officials with Negroes. 


Fear Assassination Of Queen In Uganda 

Buganda residents were peddling invitations to a garden 
party for touring Queen Elizabeth for $28 and police feared 
that the invitations would fall into the hands of an as- 
sassin in Kampala, Uganda. The tickets, police said, are 
being sold at native bazaars. 








Convict 4 Africans Of Eating Chief’s Wife 

Convicted of eating the wife of a tribal chieftain 
at a feast two years ago in which 37 others dined, a 
witch doctor and three Ivory Coast Africans were 
sentenced to life at hard labor in Dakar, French 
West Africa. The victim was identified as one of the 
wives of Headman Barou Komere in the Yopogpo 
jungle. A tiny bottle, which the prosecution claimed 
contained the sole remains of the woman, was pro- 
duced in court as evidence. 
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Wife Of Haitian President Honored By Stamp 

Mme. Paul E. Magloire, wife of the 
President of Haiti, is pictured on a se- 
ries of postage stamps recently issued | 
by the Haitian government, marking ' 
one of the first times the wife of a na- 
tion’s executive has been so honored.

Louisiana College Ordered To Admit 4 Negroes 

A three-judge Federal court in Shreveport ordered 
Southwestern Louisiana Institute in Lafayette to admit 
four Negro students. The decision held that the Negroes 
were being denied the right of going to a state-supported 
school (the only one within 89 miles) in their hometown 
while white students were permitted this right. The suit 
was filed in behalf of Clara Constantine, Martha Conway, 
Charles Singleton and Shirley Taylor. 


Miss. Senate Passes Bill To Equalize Schools 

The Mississippi senate ended a deadlock of 16 weeks 
and unanimously passed a bill to finance a program to 
equalize Negro and white schools in the state and main- 
tain segregation. The measure calls for using local taxes 
to pay for better Negro schools. 


Wi Spelman Installs

Methodists Urged To Keep Jim Crow Colleges 

The Methodist Board of Education urged the church to 
retain its Negro colleges even if the U. S. Supreme Court 
outlaws racial segregation in schools. At an annual meet- 
ing in Detroit, Rev. James S. Thomas, a Nashville Negro, 
declared: “This is not a matter of perpetuating segrega- 
tion; it is recognition that America still will need every 
good college it has if segregation is outlawed.” 


Morgan Prof Gets $6,300 Art Fellowship 

A $6,300 Ford Foundation research fellowship was 
granted to James E. Lewis, assistant art professor at Mor- 
gan State College in Baltimore and a specialist in sculp- 
ture and painting. The 30-year-old ex-GI plans to study 
at the Yale University School of Fine Arts during the 
1954-55 school year. 
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Singer Jean Parks Gets 6-Month Suspended Term 

Singer Jean Parks, 30, arrested last June in her $450-a- 
month New York apartment and charged with possession 
and use of narcotics, was given a six-months suspended 
jail term in special sessions court. Charges that the for- 
mer Dayton, Ohio, choir girl and her platinum blonde 
roommate Lea Howard engaged in prostitution as $100-a- 
night call girls were dismissed. When police raided the 
women’s swank midtown apartment, they found quanti- 
ties of opium, cocaine and marijuana. Justice Herman 
Hoffman suspended Miss Parks’ jail term when her at- 
torney contended the women did not sell the narcotics 
and pleaded: “Miss Parks has reformed.” 


Jailed Detroit Numbers King Under Indictment 

A 46-year-old Detroit numbers baron, Dave Battle, now 
serving a one to five year term in the Michigan state 
prison for gaming law violations, was indicted on nine 
counts of evading $14,915 in taxes by a Federal district 
court. Battle, termed a “fall guy” by Detroit gamblers, 
employed 40 persons and netted $800 a day in the four 
years before he was jailed. He faces an additional five 
years in prison plus $30,000 in fines.

Eifler 
paid two Brooklyn men, one of them a policeman, a total 
of $1,000 to “get rid of the woman,” 35-year-old Ethel Has- 
sell, a Brooklyn receptionist. Eifler told police he married 
Miss Hassell in 1949 in Elkton, Md., after a whirlwind 
courtship. Soon afterward, however, he learned his bride 
is part Negro and refused to associate with her. In 
August, 1952, Miss Hassell obtained an annulment, charg- 
ing Eifler with fraud. Meanwhile, Eifler paid a 20-year- 
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Jail Indiana Cop For Aiding In Tire Theft 

A Ft. Wayne, Ind., police officer of seven years service, 
accused of standing watch while a 22-year-old cab com- 
pany attendant stole four auto tires from the company’s 
garage, was jailed and held under $2,000 bond pending 
filing of a grand larceny charge. Fred Prestwood, 34, was 
automatically separated from the police force when ar- 
rested for aiding Curtis L. Dixie in stealing the tires and 
storing them in a car Prestwood had borrowed. The 
officer was in uniform and on duty at the time. 


Md. Ex-Convict Kills Self To Escape Prison Term 

A 27-year-old ex-convict, wanted for killing a Baltimore 
policeman, fired a death bullet into his temple as police 
closed in on him rather than return to prison. Melvin 
Oliver, called “Bang Bang” because of his fondness for 
guns, had two guns when police found his body in the 
front seat of a parked car. An unsigned note in Oliver’s 
pocket read: “I taken a life. I give my life. I kill no more.” 


Charge Nashville Druggist With Illegal Dope Sale 

A 46-year-old Nashville druggist, E. L. Price Jr., charged 
with selling 26,000 half grain tablets of morphine without 
prescription, was arrested by Federal narcotics agents and 
released on $5,000 bond.

In answer to her S.O.S. message to a celebrated astrol- 
oger for help in regaining her “strayed” government mes- 
senger husband, a desperate Washington, D. C., house- 
wife received a packet containing: 1) a bill for $10; 2) her 
husband’s horoscope showing he was born under Pisces 
and was “easily flattered” and “very hard to resist;” and 
3) a bottle of love-charm perfume to correct his weak- 
ness. 

Dripping with the new perfume and all set to re-woo 
her man, the almond-complexioned wife found her errant 
mate surrounded by a bevy of beauties at his favorite 
tavern. Recognizing his wife, the bleary-eyed and un- 
steady husband left the bar and followed her to a table. 
From this beginning there began a reunion which led to 
reconciliation—and two firm believers in astrology. 

Like this frantic wife, hundreds of temporarily-bewil- 
dered men and women daily seek the advice and guidance 
of the planet-and-star-wise astrologers. Sometimes they 
get relief; often, they do not. For instance, one of Kid 
Gavilan’s betting rooters consulted his favorite oracle be- 
fore the Bobo Olson fight in Chicago and was assured that 
the bolo-punching Kid was “right” with the moon and 
stars. Gavilan’s loss, however, seriously impaired the 
man’s belief in the ability of the stars to improve the 
condition of his purse. 

Advertising themselves as astrologers, fortunetellers, 
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Racket OR Setence? 


horoscope readers and prophets, the Negro cosmic sooth- 
sayers (an estimated 5,000 in the U. S.) promise to do 
everything from selecting winning lottery numbers on a 
person’s birthdate to finding husbands for lonely women. 

Besides explaining the intricate movements of stars 
and planets, Negro practitioners of one of the world’s 
oldest sciences run a big-time business of distributing 
mountains of items such as luck charms, “faithful wife” | 
horoscopes and Zodiac readings accompanied by “pep — 
pills” to inform couples of the most advantageous periods 
to conceive children. 

The commercial aspects are scored and banned by the 
American Federation of Astrologers, which calls itself the 
only group of qualified astrologers in the country. The 
organization has certified no Negro astrologers but its 
white members have Negro clients, according to the pres- 
ident, Keye Lloyd of Chicago. 

Fearing ridicule by friends, most devotees seldom talk 
about their belief in astrology. However, a West Coast 
singer created a sensation when she publicly praised an 
astrologer “for lifting me to stardom.” The astrologer 
foretold her of a sickness and prepared her to face a seri- 
ous operation. After her recovery, the astrologer—through 
advice on major decisions—steered her to a five-figure 
weekly salary. 

Although scientists and the articulate high brow de- 
nounce astrology as “meaningless hocus-pocus,” devotees 
of the pseudo science increase yearly in the U. S. Racket 
or science, soothsayers apparently are here to stay.

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BOOK ) BISHOP HEALY: 
OF THE BELOVED OUTCASTE 
WEEK ( By Albert S. Foley 


t When Albert S. Foley, a Catholic priest, finished a 
lecture at Howard University, a minister asked: “Why is 
it that no Negro priest can ever hope to rise in the min- 
Ps istry to become a bishop in your church?” 
In Bishop Healy: Beloved Outcaste (Far- 
rar, Straus & Young, $3.50), author Foley 
gives a partial answer. He traces the life 
of James Healy, a light-skinned ex-slave 
boy, who in the 19th Century pastored the 
largest parish in Boston, later became the 
second bishop of Maine and New Hamp- 
nr , shire and the first Negro Catholic bishop 
Bishop Healy in America. 
@ Bishop Healy’s rise to the top was not easy. His parish- 
ioners knew that he was colored and whispered behind 
his back. Once, when the bishop was hearing confessions, 
a small chap rattled off his sins, concluded: “. .. and I 
called the bishop a nigger.” Bishop Healy whipped open 
the curtain, exposed his swarthy face and asked: “Well, 
son, is there anything wrong with being a nigger? Take 
a good look at your bishop. Is there anything wrong with 
being a nigger?” 
@ In time, the people agreed that there was not. The most 
outstanding Catholic orator of New England, Bishop 
Healy won his parishioners over by his spiritual leader- 
ship and served as their bishop for 25 years before his 
death in 1900. The book also reveals that Bishop Healy had 
little to do with colored Catholics outside his diocese. 
@ Author Foley writes with winning simplicity. Obviously 
sympathetic to his subject, he tells a moving story of a 
brilliant man, who was a credit to his church, his country 
and his parents—Michael Healy, a warm-hearted Irish- 
man, and Mary Eliza, a beautiful, intelligent mulatto girl, 
born in slavery on a Georgia plantation.—L. B.

Separate waiting rooms and special days are set aside 
for Negro patients by white dentists in Detroit, State 
Senator Charles C. Diggs Jr. informed the Michigan state 
dental board. Dr. McArthur Colton, a white dentist, ad- 
mitted he maintained separate waiting rooms because his 
white patients objected to waiting with Negroes and 
Negro patients “did not seem to mind” being segregated. 
Diggs said he will seek a ruling by the dental board out- 
lawing segregation. The state civil rights law (the Diggs 
act) prohibits discrimination but not segregation. 


Charge Negroes Forced To Use White Doctors 

Negroes are being forced to discriminate against Negro 
doctors and use white doctors in order to be admitted to 
many U. S. hospitals, the NAACP charged in Washington, 
D. C. Clarence Mitchell, NAACP Washington bureau direc- 
tor, speaking before a Senate subcommittee, blamed the 
situation on a ruling by Mrs. Oveta Culp Hobby, Secretary 
of Health, Welfare and Education, approving grants to 
hospitals which bar Negroes from their staffs. He asked 
that the present law be amended to require hospitals to 
drop discriminatory practices.
